BUILDING AND STORE FRONTS 


One of the first things to consider.in your search for. opportuni. 
tles for better advertising is buildings and store fronts. 

The opinion many people have of a store and its business is the 
impression they get from the front, It expresses the personality of 
your store. If the store front is old-fashioned—a dingy, unattractive 
affair, people will unconsciously figure that the business is run on the 
same principle, 5 

Many old stores are entirely too conservative—the fronts are dead. 
They were designed in the time of bustles and side whiskers and are 
hopelessly out of date today. 

There ere three important services Yor the store front to render, 

41) ‘To give character to the store. 

(2) To display merchandise. 

(3) To invite and bring people into the store. 

We will deal with the first of these functions only in this article. 

The cut rate store naturally wants a front that “talks out loud.” 
They get this by wide open doors, the front painted red‘ and the wins 
dows plastered with signs that say “Look”—"Stop,” etc. 

If a merchant wants to be a bit Ng and not appear too con- 
servative, he can use a tricky front painted in a bright shade such as 


, orange. yellow, blue or some other non-conventional color. 


The majority of stores desire to be fairly conservative. They are the 
kind that cater to the average Cansdian farmers, home owners, mech- 
anics, and their wives, These will want to follow fairly conservative 
lines vite store Zonk The modern store front strives to be live

Mr. Merchant—What 1s the condition of your store? Stand across 
the street mart look at it. Does it sy spring. enough 
or your wife if you were “shopping?” Does it need a 
paint? Are the colours chosen in relation to the colors used 
Is yours a distinctive color or is it likely to be known as “Just 
store?” What is the condition of the part of the building 
store? Does it detract from the appearance of your own property? Are 
the windows making sales? Is the building with other peoples’ 
signs? These items will be dealt with in future articles. 

Mr. Farmer—you too have a store. It is your buildings. A well 
pamted group of buildings on your farm is an advertisement in. itself. 
Is the name of your farm and your own namé painted orf the barn? 
Are you specializing in dairying? If so you should say so on the side 
of the barn. You should also help to create a wider use of dairy pro- — 
ducts, by the use of ‘some phrase directed to the consumer, > 
every additional dollar spent by the consumer fordairy products means 
more money in your pockets. m

Status of Women 
Is Better Today 


Halifax, N. S., (By The Canadiain 
Press)—The first annual report of 
the Nova Scotis Minimum Wage 
Board, presented to the Legislature 
of Nova Scotia by Hon. J. FP. Fraser 
Provincial Secretary, indicated that 
the scale of wages paid to women 
workers in laundries, confectionery 
manufacturers’ and food trades, ho- 
tes, restaurants, tea rooms, tex- 
needle trades and leather 
trades and telephone opcrators has 


been investigated by.the Board. ‘The 
report states that the tendency is 
to treat women in a much fairer 
and better way than in days gone 
by and with very few exceptions, 
the women have benefitted greatly 
by the red speashe laws of the stat- 


ute dooks 

During the past fiscal year mem- 
bers of the board have held con- 
ferences with all employees of wo- 
men labor at Sydney and New Glas- 
gow and have visited the principal 
industries throughout. the province. 
The Board has held 41 meetings, 
conducted 22 conferences, 3 public 
meetings and had 276 interviews, 

In the*confectionery trade, nine 
firms were investigated with 537 
worker’ of whom 338 were inexper- 
fenced and received under $11. per 
week, while 199 were placed at $11, 
or over. Hotels, restaurants and tea 
rooms considered numbered 57 and 
with 577 employees, Textile and 
leather trades employ 527. women 
workers, of whom 463 are inexper- 
fenced.

CUppings From Our Old 
Newspaper Files 
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MARCH 12, 1882. 

Five new Mogul engines have 
arrived at the station\here for 
use on the Belleville-Toronto 
division. 

A Manitoba excursion train 
arrived here last night about 
midnight. It consisted of twenty 
five cars and was hauled by two 
engines. It was divided into two 
trains here. 

We learn from Mr. Charles 
Wilkins, fishery overseer, that 
on February 28, 3,200 pounds of 
pickerel were caught near Nig- 
ger Island in two hauls of the 
seine, and on March 7, at the 
same spot, 1,100 pickerel. aver- 
aging four pounds cach were 
taken.

Two chief kinds of tapeworms 
should be cnderstood, the pork 
tapeworm and the beef tapeworm.

The pork tapeworm may be from 
six to twelve feet in length when 
mature.

Birmingham, Eng, March 19 — 
Eamon ‘de Valera, new president of 
the Irish Free State, was warned 
last night that his intention to ab- 
olish the oath of allegiance ta-the 
Crown and withhold land annuities 
payable to Great Britain would 
cause the government “the gravest 
concern.” 

The gauge thrown down by De 
Valera was taken up by Neville 
Chamberlain, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in a speech here. « High- 
est government quarters Ict it be 
known that the utmost importance 
was to be-attached to the chancel- 
lor’s calm warning. 

De Valera pledged ‘himself to ab- 
olish the oath of allegiance and 
withhold the land annuities in the 
campaign which ended recently with 
hts election as president of the Pree 
State's national council. 

Mr, Chamberlain warned that the 
intentions of the Irish Republican 
leader, “if seriously pursued” would 
Tevive feeling between Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, which has caused 
disturbances in the past.. 

Mr. Chamberlain commented he 
had heard reports of what Mr. De 
Valera had intended doing, but since 
there had been no official notifica- 
are he assumed they were incor- 

Would Cause Grave Concern 

“But, lest there should be any 
doubt as to the attitude of the Bri- 


say that any suggestions that the 
obligations or agreements solemnly 
entered into by the two governments 
could be repudiated or changed

government the gravest concern, and 
if seriously pursued, would un- 
doubtedly revive the bitterness and 
differences which, it was © hoped.

The oath of allegiance to the 
Crown is provided for in the treaty 
which established the Irish 
State ten years ago, 
nultfes, amounting to about $15,- 
000,000, are collected under the 
treaty from Free State farmers in 
repayment of loans which enabled 
them to buy out their landlords. 

Abolition of the oath and sus- 
pension of the annuities were ma- 
jor ts in De Valera’s campaign 
platform. He contended the oath 
was not mandatory and that the an- 
nultles were not legally or morally 
payable to Great Britain, which act- 
ed as an intermediary between the 
tenants and those from whom the 
money was borrowed.

Duke of York’s Children 
Ordered Kept 


Indoors 


LONDON, March 19—The kidnap- 
ping on March 1 of Charles Augus- 
tus Lindbergh, Jr., has been follow- 
ed by letters reaching the Duke and 
Duchess of York warning them 
that thelr two baby royal princess, 
particularly Hilzabeth, were in 
danger of being kidnapped, it was 
learned yesterday. 

Scotland Yard immediately ar- 
tanged for extra guards, and spec- 
fal precautions are being taken for 
the children's protection, both in- 
doors and out. 

Princess Elizabeth Alexandra 
Mary will be six years old on April 
21, while Princess Margaret Rose js 
not quite 19 monhts. Their mother, 
the formor Lady Elizabeth Bowes- 
Lyon, was married to the King’s 
second son in 1923, 

When the Lindbergh baby disap- 
peared, the Duke and Duchess felt 
no special fear, and Scotland Yard, 
which was consulted as a matter 
of routine, assured them that the or- 
dinary arrangements were sufficient 
to protect the little princesses. 

Last weeks’ letters, however, some 
of which were anonymous. and 
others from mothers, who feared for 
the safety of their own children, 
caused the authorities to take extra 
precautions, 

The guard at the royal mansion, 
145 Piccadily, were doubled, When 
the two princesses went out for 
their usual afternoon drive in Hyde 
Park, one of the Yard's automobiles, 
followed the carriage. © Inside the 
house two men servants were detail- 
ed to all-night duty in tne corridor 
where the royal nursery is situated.

(CP)—J. P. Bailey, Searchmont, ap- 
pointed by the Unemployed Relief 
Committee of the Ontario Gorern- 
ment to investigate reports of dis- 
tress In the Searchmont and Glen- 
dale areas on the Algoma Central 
Railway, reported trying conditions 
in both places.

Belleville people interested in 
the welfare of the’ Belleville 
Hospital are inclined to the be- 
Mef that the authorities should 
grant the request of the major- 
ity of our medical men, that all 
duly licensed practising—phys!- 
cians in the city should be per- 
mitted to attend patients in the 
public wards of that institution. 
Rather a strong argument in 
favor of the granting of this 

_ request is’ that the practice pre- 
valls eleewhere. Belleville has 
sixteen doctors, six of whom are 
on the medical staff of the hos- 
pital, and citizens are asking 
why this distinction. is made. 
Now the arrangement is that 
one of the staff doctors in turn 

‘ds given the duty. of looking af- 
ter the public wards for a 
month at a time. It is very 
praiseworthy on the part of the 
doctors to give thelr services 
gratis in this way, but judging 
from the way the doctors who 
are barred talk, there are cer- 
tain advantages connected with 
{t which they desire to share 
and they see no good and suf- 
ficient reason why their request 
should be refused as the hospit- 
al’is a public institution sup- 
ported by voluntary contribu- 
tions. The hospital authori- 
tles claim that, there is not 
room enough in the public ward 
for all the doctors at one time; 
neither, they say, would there 
be sufficient nurses to attend to 
them. 

One doctor, who-is not per- 

* mitted to attend patients in the 
public ward, explains the pres- 

‘ent situation in this way: 

“It was necessary that a pat- 
fent of mine should go to the 
hospital for an operation, She 
could not afford a bed in a pri- 
vate ward and eventually 0 few 
friends raised sufficient money 
which made it possible for her 
to take a bed in a private ward. 
The operation was performed 
and the patient was getting 
along nicely, but funds gave out 
and my patient had to be mov- 
ed to the public ward and I had 
to relinquish my case to the 
doctor in charge of the public 
ward," 

It has been suggested that 
four doctors at a time be given 
the care of the public ward and 
thereby remove the cause for 
friction which now exists. No 
doubt the matter will be ar- 
ranged to the satisfaction of all 
the physiclans. There are now 
in the Belleville Hospital 32 pay 
beds and 16 free beds.

FLYING SAFER i 


It is stated that flying in Canada has 
proportionately fewer accidents than 
motoring. . 

That means though the government 
has given good roads, the “‘pure serene” 
through which the plane flies is safer. 

The explanation lies in the man at the 
- wheel and at the control. All fliers are 
trained, nearly every motorist trains him- 
self. All fliers know their physical handi- 
caps, but many motorists do not”’know, 
and care less, A flier is not so likely to 
become flustered as a car driver because 
go many drivers are inexperienced or are 
at sea when the trial comes. A flier can 
be trusted to keep cool but many motor- 
ists lose their heads. Fliers know their 
machines and there is of course less 
danger of collision though air collisions 
have occurred, but road collisions are too 
numerous. a 

Canadian fliers have shown a high 
margin of safety in aircraft travel. Daily 
these machines fly, in summer and in 
pte across great wastes of land. 

This is well, for aviation is particu- 
larly adapted to Canada with its far-flung 
/stretches and long spaces. With.a low cas- 
ualty record Canadian aviators are build- 
ing up a service which will mean much to 
the Dominion’s future.

DEPRESSION AND HEALTH 


The greatest cause of sickness is 
poverty, Dr. G. D. Stanley, East. Calgary 
representative in the House of Commons, 
stated on the floor of the House when 
speaking of state medicine. He sces oppor- 
tunity for real service in this present time 
when there is a danger of enforced priva- 
tion resulting in breeding places of 
disease. 

Ottawa Citizen points out that Sur- 

- geon-General W, C. Gorgas, conqueror of 
yellow fever in Cuba and Panama, said 
that the first step towards the eradication 
of disease is to raise the purchasing power 
in the community, Deflation marks the 
scarcity of money. 

The Citizen points out that the well- 
being of the. people. is of more importance 
than balancing the budget if balancing has 
to be achieved at the expense of the health 
‘of the people. “The member for East Cal- 
gary may sit on the Conservative side of 
the House but when he is pointing ont 
that poverty, unemployment and disease 
are ‘one problem or three aspects of one 
problem’ he is helping to direct the think- 
ing of parliament along constructive lines, 
irrespective of whether it be called Con- 
servative or any other party name.” 


TORNADO METEOROLOGY 


Interesting facts are brought out in an 
editorial in the New York Times in regard 
to tornado meteorology. It points out that 
the tempest which swept Alabama was 
causedsby warm humid aid in conflict with 
cooler layers above them in low pressure 
areas. The winds start a spiral resembling 
a waterspout at sea. 

“Tornadoes do not occur in arid coun- 
tries, the air near the level not being humid 
enough. Sometimes they come in groups, 
one after the other, beginning with narrow 
margins and spreading to a width of sev- 
eral hundred yards, and even miles.” 

The American Signal Service has 
made an intensive study of tornadoes in 
the U.S. and finds that April, May and 
June are the months of greatest frequency.

to be found in each ear, or six in 


These ear bones are really very 
remarkable. Those in each ear 
are called the malleus, the incus 
and the stapes. The first means 
hammer, the second anvil and the 
third stirrup. The malleus is at- 
tached firmly to the ear drum. 
Attached to the malleus is the 
incus, while the stapes comes next 
and is attached to an oval aper- 
ture, covered by a membrance, 
Ieading to the inner ear. 

Every time sound strikes the 
drum membrane, these three tiny 
bones are set in vibratory motion. 
In this way sound {s transmitted 
from the outside world into the 
inner ear, where the impulses are 
finally taken up by the auditory 
nerve, or nerve of hearing, and 
transmitted as sound, recognized as 
such in the brain. 

Bones in general have three 
chief functions: to support, 
protect delicate organs, and to act 
as levers so that the body may be 
moved about. 

At one period before birth all 
the bones are made up of cartil- 
ege. Later this gradually becomes 
bone. Complete ossification of all 
the bones takes place by about the 
age of twenty-five. Bone is very 
strong, possessing about twice the 
strength of cak. Nevertheless 
bones may be breken fairly readily. 

Bone is really made up of two 
kinds of tissue, the outside tissue 
being dense and compact and the 
inner more porous. Besides, sur- 
rounding all bones there is a deli- 
cate membrane called the “perios- 
teum”. This carries bloodvessel 
and nerves for the nourishment of 
the bone proper. 

When a bone suffers a blow, the 
pain that is felt comes from the 
Inerves in the periosteum. When 
the periosteum is torn away bone 
begins to decay, because it has 
lost its blood supply.

He hesitates to appear egotistical and over- 
work the pronoun “I” and for that reason probably many re- 
tail advertisers put all their emphasis on the goods, and in order to 
make the subject interesting, they talk prices to the exclusion of 
quality, Generally speaking, a judicious blending of prestige building 


| for the store, quality emphasis on the goods and price information makes 


for most profit building publicity, 

There are other cases where personality or the store, linked up with 
service, must be the first appeal and almost the only appeal. 

Let us take for instance the case of an insurance agent whom we 
shall call Frank Brown,-dendling all types of insurance; accident, life, 
fire, theft, live stock insurance, and all the twenty or more varieties of 
property insurance. Frank represents a half dozen or more companies 
and could not very well advertise Aetna Fire Insurance or the People’s 
Mutual Fire Insurance, or the Alliance Insurance all of which he repre- 
sents, He represents a group of companies because no one of them wishes 
to carry too much Iability in ‘any one territory, and because no one 
company handles every type of insurance. c

” Frank, therefore cannot advertise any 
exclusively, so that in his case he advertises 
“FRANK BROWN FOR INSURANCE” 
suggesting that the customer talk to “Brown.” Any insurance man in this 


district can use personal publicity in this way to his profit and to theif

A similar case — “William MacArthur,” located in a small town in 
the centre of a very fine farming district, has bullt up a nice comfortable 
business selling heavy hardware, barn paints, roofing agricul- 
tural power machinery, etc. Mr. MacArthur raised the question as 
how he should advertise. This was again a case where advertising 
personality was the best way out. Msc sold three types of motive power 
machinery: Windmill, Gasoline, Engine and Electric Motor, and it 
manifest that he could not advertise all three to advantage.

Moritz Kahn, Vice-President of 
the firm, sald he had been advised 
of the action by his brother, Albert 
Kahn, head of the firm, who is 
now in Russia. 

“The point of difference between 
cur firm and the Soviet Govern- 
ment was the question of currency,’, 
Moritz Kahn sald. “The Soviet 
Government is shore uf gold and 
was willing to pay in Russian rub- 
tes, Soviet currency is not exchange 
able in the West, and hence is prac. 
tieally worthless to us, Under our 
former contract, which expired 
March 1, we were paid in American 
dollars.” 

Kahn said his brother and the 
twenty-four Detroit engineers sent 
to Russia by the company in 1929 
aill leave Moscow within two 
weeks. Their main interests in Rus- 
sian were the establishment of trac- 
tor plants
